Texas Leaguer 
Originates 
atTexarkana

Dallas — The Texas League has 


a colorful history. It has sent many 
players to the majors to win ever- 
lasting fame. But no contribution 
ever attracted more attention than 
that of the term "Texas Leaguer." 
It was many years ago that they 


began calling a "Texas Leaguer" 
any ball hit just over second base. 
There are several versions why 
such a hit got this name. 


The earliest was that back before 


1900 — the Texas League was or- 
ganized in 1888 -*- John J. McClns- 
kcy, 
who founded the circuit, had 
gone to Louisville to manage its en- 
try in the old National League. He 
took a flock of players along with 
him. 
They were continually' drop- 
ing hits over second—far enough to 
be out of reach of the infieldcrs 
yet too short for the outfielders to 
catch. 


Soon the fans would remark when 
one of those fellows came to bat: 


"Well, we'll have another Texas 
Leaguer." 


The latest version is from L. L. 


Lawrence of Tyler, Tex., who play- 
ed bush league ball back in Hill 
county when! Tris.- Speaker 
was 
making his baseball start. 


Tcxarkana was 'in the Texas Le- 


ague in the early part of the cen- 
tury, relates Lawrence. Texarkana 
is a city divided by a state line — 
part of it is in Texas, part in Ark- 
ansas. 


Well, it seems the diamond was 
the same way. Home plate, first 
base and thicl base were in Ark- 
ansas; second base and the outfield 
were in Texas. When a player hit 
one over second they called it a 
Texas Leaguer. 


Anyway, 
the term 
stuck 
and 


found its way to all places where 
baseball is played. 


Records show Texarkana was in 
the Texas League in 1902 for a per- 
iod of a little 
more 
than 
two 


months. Thus the term could have 
originated in that brief span. 


However, Texarkana 
got more 


fame out of a game played at En- 
nis June 15. 1902, than out of the 
appellation "Texas Leaguer." That 
was the day Corsicana beat Texar- 
kana 51-3. There probably never 
has been another game in organ- 
ized baseball with such a score. 
It was supposed to be 
play- 


ed in Corsicana but because there 
was a law against Sunday baseball 
in that city, it was shifted to neu- 
tral Ennis. 


Nig ..Clark, .Corsicana catcher, 


slugged eight home runs in eight 
times at bat. His team got 53 hits 
all together, 21 of them homers. 
Texarkana gathered in nine hits, 
all singles except three and those 
were doubles'. 


Whether there were any "Texas 
Leaguers' hit- in that memorable 
game js not revealed. Chances are 
a fellow doing no better than that 
would have been so ashamed he'd 
have gone 
off down 
the creek 
somewhere to hide.

Cryna has moved Mme. Sun Yat- 
s'jjl lo bicak a Iwo years' political 
silence and address ;m appeal to 
the American people. It is a bravo, 
heartfelt message. It is also con- 
fusing, and its underlying motives 
doty accurate identification. 


Mine. Sun, widow of the Chinese 


rep-,,.lic's founder, i.s also the sis- 
ler-in-law of Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek. She is reputedly a woman 
of strung character and liberal con- 
victions who disagrees 
strongly 


with Chiang and his methods. But 
it is impossible to say how much 
oWhis objection is based on ideal- 
ism, and how much on the So ng 
family's private quarrels." 


Obviously, Mine. Sun has a deep

But Iho weight oi evidence pre- 
sented by American writers of all

.jo.cliuiiablo features of dictatorship,

berties, liquidation

and complete identification of the 
govenmenl with the ruling party. 
Likewise, the consensus of Amer- 


ican writers i.s that the Chinese 
Communists long since drifted far 
Irom the Kremlin, and that their 
progiam emphasizes free speech, 
irco elections, lower land rents, 
more ownership ui land, and local 
self-government.

Kdilor The Star: Some of the 


reasons I think the collodion of 
garbage by Ihc city should be com- 
pulsory arc these: 


First, there is nothing that adds 
more to the beauty 
-md moral 


chat actor ot a town or city than 
cleanliness, and with the garbage 
pioblcm as it is today Hope is far 
Jrom being clean. We may 
not 


have many attractions that larger 
cilies have, but if our city is n'cat 
mid clean each cilix.en in it will 
have a personal pride in it and 
Ihose passing through pur commun- 
ity will be favorably impressed. 
Cleanliness is a great asset foi 
growth in every worth-while way 
With gaibage cans filled to capac- 
ity and no way to remove them,we 
Imd ourselves in daily combat with 
a huge gremlin we can not do 
much with or about: "The menace 
of spoiled garbage,' 


Second, the health value of the 


quick disposal of garbage al any 
time, bul particularly in hot wea- 
ther, is a subject that even elem- 
entary school children know about. 


Third, the day apparently is here 


when the housowilc must do count- 
less tasks that heretofore she has 
been able to hire common labor to 
do, and many Hope housewives 
haven t the proper, or, I should say 
'haven't any1,' uicililics for the dis- 
posal of their garbage. 


Fourth, to find someone who can 
be depended upon to remove gar- 
bage regularly is almost an impos- 
sibility. 
* 


Fifth, the city is financially able 


to go into the business as a mu- 
nicipal venture, .and I think that 
not only from the standpoint of du- 
ty but from that of civic pride and 
of clean progressivencss it should 
begin immediately to make it its 
business to help its citizens by col- 
eclmg garbage often and regular- 
ly. And, the garbage should, by all 
means, be picked up from the back 
yards and not from the slrccts If 
Ihe cily feels 11 is financially 'un- 
able Io collect the garbage, f am 
sure every housewife or owner in 
Hope would be willing to pay a re- 
asonable price 
for regular, 
de- 


pendable garbage disposal service. 


Sixth, when housewives and mo- 
thers have a few spare moments 
from their usual run of every-day 
tasks, they have many things to do 
that arc more valuable in building 
the right kind of homos for today 
-and tomorrow than disposing of the 
garbage thai collecls in the metal 
cans during the day.

War Changed All 


Although no bombs were fired on 
our blessed country and none of 
our cities lie in ruins, yet the war 
changed the world for us, oven as 
it did for the battle-scarred lands 
across the seas. It is only those 
who have lost their loved 
ones 


and whose sun of happiness 
ha; 
gone down forever, who 
realize 
that the old, lush, comfortable days 
are now nothing but a nostalgic 
memory, whose like we shall ne- 
ver see again. 


The balance of us have not yet 
sensed that the war has changed 
our manners and our customs and 
our morals and every detail of our 
daily loves so that we are literally 
strangers in a strange land, not 
knowing how to adjust ourselves to 
the now order of things. 


As in every social upheaval, tho 
brunt of the suffering falls heav- 
iest 
on women because they are, 


by nature, more creatures of ha- 
bit than men are, and because 
nearly all women have little child- 
ren and old people clinging to their 
skirls. To them marriage has al- 
ways been the -ark of safety to 
which they fled in every crisis, 
but war has shut that door in 
their faces. And it is only wishful 
thinking that makes even the most 
optimistic think that the wedding 
bells arc certain to ring for them. 


Low Supply of Men 
Statistics show that the supply 


of eligible men is at its 
lowest 
ebb. Millions of women will not 
be able to get husbands because 
there just aren't enough to 
go 


around. Millions of women who 
have husbands will lose 
their 
spouses to predatory ladies who 
have no scruples against robbing 
a sister woman of her treasure. 
And still other millions of women 
will have to support husbands who 
arc not able to work by reason 
of their infirmities. 


So now, as never before, it be- 
hooves 
every girl to scrap her 


dream of marriage as a means 
of livelihood. The war has chang- 
ed all of that, and every 
little 
bobby-soekcr should begin prepar- 
ing herself to be her own meal 
ticket, if she wishes to eat. 


Before the war it was generally 
conceded that the place for a mo- 
ther was in her own home, taking 
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care of her children, and that she 
failed in her duly when she spent 
her time pursuing a career instead 
of keeping her kids out of the 
juvenile courts. But the war has 
made what was the fad of restless 
women a necessity. Many women 
with children lost their husbands 
in battle. And every divorce court 
has its list of shame of husbands 
and fathers who left their wives 
and children to starve, while they 
disported themselves with glamour 
girls. 


No soldier who stood at his post 
and did his duty during the war 
was a greater hero than these wo- 
men, who have gone to work at 
any job they could get, to keep 
some sort of home together, and 
to support their children. 
They 
have tolder like slaves because, 
after their hard day's work was 
over at factory or office, they have 
sat up half the night cooking their 
children's food, washing their clo- 
thes, patching and darning so that 
they might not be too much asham- 
ed when they went to school. 


C'est la guerre! Perhaps it can- 
not be helped, but the war that 
has brought about so many heart- 
breaking changes should at least 
bring one that is beneficial, and 
that is to establish hundreds and 
hundreds of creches and kindergar- 
ten schools where working 
mo- 
thers can leave their babies, sure 
of their being safe and well taken 
care of, and community kitchens 
where tired and overwrought wom- 
en and their youngsters can have 
good food, well-prepared, that they 
have not had to cook themselves 
and at prices they can afford

War Changed All 


Although no bombs were fired on 
our blessed country and none of 
our cities lie in ruins, yet the war 
changed the world for us, oven as 
it did for the battle-scarred lands 
across the seas. It is only those 
who have lost their loved 
ones 


and whose sun of happiness 
ha; 
gone down forever, who 
realize 
that the old, lush, comfortable days 
are now nothing but a nostalgic 
memory, whose like we shall ne- 
ver see again. 


The balance of us have not yet 
sensed that the war has changed 
our manners and our customs and 
our morals and every detail of our 
daily loves so that we are literally 
strangers in a strange land, not 
knowing how to adjust ourselves to 
the now order of things. 


As in every social upheaval, tho 
brunt of the suffering falls heav- 
iest 
on women because they are, 


by nature, more creatures of ha- 
bit than men are, and because 
nearly all women have little child- 
ren and old people clinging to their 
skirls. To them marriage has al- 
ways been the -ark of safety to 
which they fled in every crisis, 
but war has shut that door in 
their faces. And it is only wishful 
thinking that makes even the most 
optimistic think that the wedding 
bells arc certain to ring for them. 


Low Supply of Men 
Statistics show that the supply 


of eligible men is at its 
lowest 
ebb. Millions of women will not 
be able to get husbands because 
there just aren't enough to 
go 


around. Millions of women who 
have husbands will lose 
their 
spouses to predatory ladies who 
have no scruples against robbing 
a sister woman of her treasure. 
And still other millions of women 
will have to support husbands who 
arc not able to work by reason 
of their infirmities. 


So now, as never before, it be- 
hooves 
every girl to scrap her 


dream of marriage as a means 
of livelihood. The war has chang- 
ed all of that, and every 
little 
bobby-soekcr should begin prepar- 
ing herself to be her own meal 
ticket, if she wishes to eat. 


Before the war it was generally 
conceded that the place for a mo- 
ther was in her own home, taking

And every divorce court 
has its list of shame of husbands 
and fathers who left their wives 
and children to starve, while they 
disported themselves with glamour 
girls. 


No soldier who stood at his post 
and did his duty during the war 
was a greater hero than these wo- 
men, who have gone to work at 
any job they could get, to keep 
some sort of home together, and 
to support their children. 
They 
have tolder like slaves because, 
after their hard day's work was 
over at factory or office, they have 
sat up half the night cooking their 
children's food, washing their clo- 
thes, patching and darning so that 
they might not be too much asham- 
ed when they went to school. 


C'est la guerre! Perhaps it can- 
not be helped, but the war that 
has brought about so many heart- 
breaking changes should at least 
bring one that is beneficial, and 
that is to establish hundreds and 
hundreds of creches and kindergar- 
ten schools where working 
mo- 
thers can leave their babies, sure 
of their being safe and well taken 
care of, and community kitchens 
where tired and overwrought wom- 
en and their youngsters can have 
good food, well-prepared, that they 
have not had to cook themselves 
and at prices they can afford

The major, like others who visit 


the islands .for business or plea- 
sure, simply 'can't fill any requests 
for native money. The money is 
the same as used on Main St., 
U. S. A., the flags the people wave 
with such apparent pride are ihe 
same and Ihe 
language 
is 
the 
same. 


But some things are 
different. 


The people on the 
average 
are 


much poorer. Many more of them 
are Negroes. Life is more leisure- 
ly. 


On these beautiful Caribbean Is- 


lands whites and blacks live in ap- 
parent harmony. A visitor — one 
who stays for only a i'esv days at 
least — gets the impression there 
is no racial discrimination, partic- 
ularly on St. Thomas.' Secretary of 
the Interior Krug, who went to ihe 
islands for the recent inauguration 
of William H. Hastie as the first 
Negro governor, obviously was im- 
pressed. 


Charlotte Amalie is the seat of 


government and the principla city 
on SI .Thomas Island. There many 
of the festivities were held. The 
Negro and the white sat side by 
side, went to the same parties. 
Both races ale al Ihe same hotels 
mixing at the tables. 


On St. Croix, the largest of Ihe 


three inhabited Virgin Islands (25 
miles long, 5 miles wide, "lopula- 
lion about 15,000), race relations 
appeared to be somewhat less cor- 
dial. Lacking St. Thomas' income 
from shipping, tourist trade 
.and 


government payrolls, St. 
Croix's 


poor seemed "poorer, the economic 
spread broader, the social levels 
farther apart. 


Some of the big landowners com- 


plained that the Negroes all want- 
ed to live in the two cities, Chris- 
tiansted and Frederiksted. 'There 
are 
unemployment in the

unfilled jobs on the estates.

Croix still has "royal families," as

But some things are 
different. 


The people on the 
average 
are 


much poorer. Many more of them 
are Negroes. Life is more leisure- 
ly. 


On these beautiful Caribbean Is- 


lands whites and blacks live in ap- 
parent harmony. A visitor — one 
who stays for only a i'esv days at 
least — gets the impression there 
is no racial discrimination, partic- 
ularly on St. Thomas.' Secretary of 
the Interior Krug, who went to ihe 
islands for the recent inauguration 
of William H. Hastie as the first 
Negro governor, obviously was im- 
pressed. 


Charlotte Amalie is the seat of 


government and the principla city 
on SI .Thomas Island. There many 
of the festivities were held. The 
Negro and the white sat side by 
side, went to the same parties. 
Both races ale al Ihe same hotels 
mixing at the tables. 


On St. Croix, the largest of Ihe 


three inhabited Virgin Islands (25 
miles long, 5 miles wide, "lopula- 
lion about 15,000), race relations 
appeared to be somewhat less cor- 
dial. Lacking St. Thomas' income 
from shipping, tourist trade 
.and 


government payrolls, St. 
Croix's 


poor seemed "poorer, the economic 
spread broader, the social levels 
farther apart. 


Some of the big landowners com-

Tradewinds have died down com- 
pletely, giving rise to fears that an 
excessive calm may delay full re- 
entry into the lagoon longer than 
the five days originally planned.

He also told the Senate war in- 


vestigating committee that a "ter- 
rific lobby" by army officers was 
chiefly responsible .'or 
breaking 


down an 1872 statute which pro- 
hibited former 
government 
offi- 


cials from handling claims against 
the government for two years after 
Iheir retirement. 


Testifying at the committee's in- 


quiry into alleged war profiteering 
by the Garsson munitions empire, 
Warren named four former army 
officers who left the service 
for 


jobs with companies whose con- 
tract termination accounts they su- 
pervised while in uniform. 


"It is all very well to talk about 


the billions collected in renegotia- 
tion," lie continued, "but what 1 
would like to know is how many 
billion? were given away in con- 
tract renegotiation." 


Committee Counsel George Mcad- 
er asked Warren G"Do you mean 
they gave back the same billions 
they recovered in renegotiation?" 
"That — and more," Warren re- 


plied. 


Warren said the laxity of gov- 
ernment renegotiation laws, cou- 
pled with an apparent "moral de- 
generation" in their administration, 
seemed 
t o have 
encouraged 


"everybody and his brother" 
to
